and a smaller stream 


which empties into it. Olllcers of the

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 


What causes criminals? Who is re- 


sponsible',' 
What should our attitude 


be toward them? These are the three 
questions which 
District Attorney 


William C. Kyan took up, Sunday af- 
ternoon, in making an address at the 
men's meeting. 
lie traced the trial of the serpent of 


crime back to the home where disci- 
pline is lax anil children are allowed 
to run the streets at night without re- 
straint, touching upon the fact that a 
large percentage of criminals todny 
arc youthful, he said that statistics 
show that a majority of their crimes 
are the kind into which an adventur- 
ous and reckless spirit is shown, but 
he added that, through our reforma- 
tory methods in the treatment of crim- 
muls, the majority of them are first 
offenders and do not offend the second 
time. 


Children who are disobedient in the 


home, lie said, are naturally disobedi- 
ent outside of the home. The popular 
beilef that youths ate criminals be- 
cause they have not had educational 
advantages, he added, is not born 
out by statistics. Few, however, 
have any trade or profession, and not 
many 
have been married and sub- 


jected to the home restraints. 


"Our duty," he concluded, "isto 


use our influence'toward preventing 
men from becoming criminals, and 1 
believe that home influences are the 
most effective antidote. 
Help at the 


proper time may prevent a man from 
becoming an offender.'' 


TABLET TO LINCOLN. 


Pennies, 
nickels and 
dimes 
of 


Doylestown school children paid for a 
handsome branze tablet dedicated Fri- 
day afternoon with exercises appro- 
priate to the celebration of the Lin- 
coln centenary. On the tablet was in- 
scribed Lincoln's Gettysburg address. 


Chidren of the schools showed un- 


usual interest in the celebration, aud 
the programme rendered was of un- 
sual excellence. 


But the striking feature was the 


apparent indifference of parents, who 
were conspicuous by their absence— 
that is, the majority of those who 
would naturally 
show an interest. 


A few were present. Those who did 
not attenu missed excellent addresses 
by William C. Ryan and Hugh B. 
Eastburn, and failed to hear the well 
balanced programme rendered by the 
children. 
Apathy shown by Ihe par- 


ents was commented upon by 
the 


teachers. 
Criticism of the schools is 


always in order with many, but sym- 
pathy and encouragement is seldom 
offered. 


After the exercises each of the pupils 


weie presented by Principal Ross with 
n lac-simile of Lincoln' letters to llrs. 
Bixby who lost five sons in the Civil 
War. 


LONGEST STRAIGHT ROAD. 
Lower Bucks county has tbe long- 


est stretch of straight road. It Is in 
Falls township and is over 6000 feet in 
length. 
Buckingham township has 


the second longest, just about 800 feet 
short of the one in Falls township. 


This was found by the surveys of the 


county recently completed by County 
Surveyor Moon and Ruddach & Me- 
Oracken, 
who have been preparing a 


map for the State Highway .Commis- 
sion. It also shows that Doylestown 
has over ten miles of streets, although 
guesses made by residents, before the 
accurate total was known varied from 
fifteen to thirty miles. 


SCIENCE AND THE BOOK. 
'"Science and the Book," the final 


lecture of Dr. S. O. Schmucker In the 
local University Extension course, 
attracted an audience which taxed the 
capacity of the High School room, 
Friday evening, because it was an- 
nounced that tie would explain the 
relation of the theory of evolution to 
the Bible, or rather, that the theory 
does not combat the teachings of the 


Bible and Is not Inconsistent with 
them. 
This he did at some length, 


but the explanation aud argument 
was of such a character that It would 
be impossible to present it intelli- 
gibly in a brief newspaper story. 


Briefly he said: 
"Religion 
and 


evolution are two entirely different 
things and not necessarily associated. 
Theology is men's attempt to explain 
God as he reveals himself In the Bible, 
while science is man's attempt to ex- 
plain God as lie reveals hirnself in 
Nature." 


To study the Bible, he continued, 


it is well to consider two things: 
What did the Book mean to the people 
it was written to? 
How would it be 


written today to teach us the same les- 
son? 
Dr. Schmucker argued that a 


book of the Bible written as we would 
write it today in the light of evolu- 
tion, to teach us the same lessons in- 
tended for the ancients, 
would not 


have appealed to them and would not 
be appropriate for the people of two 
centuries from now. Certain books of 
the Bible, he said, 
were written as 


they were because of the customs and 
needs 
of that time, but the basic 


truths underneath are the same always. 
To illustrate this he explained "Mlz- 
pah" and the injunction against wom- 
en appearing in church with their hats 
off and of keeping silent. 


Many questions were asked by per- 


sons In the audience and the deepest 
Interest was shown. The lecture was 
an exceptionally line one which can 
only be appreciated when heard.

DEMAND TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The Tariff ( "iiimlsMon Convention 


which ended its sessions yesterday, 
demands the Immediate creation of a 
pc-rnmnent laniT ooinmisslon. 


The conv(nlion was made up of 


three thousand delegates repre»entlng 
the mast varied form of industrial life 
ever gathered together for a similar 
purpose. 


Tho taritr commission idea Is bound 


to come. President Taft favors it and 
all manufacturers who are not getting 
special lulvlligen under the present 
political method of tariir impositions 
are In favor of a non-partisan com- 
mission. 


To dispel nnv idea that delay in tar- 


iff revision Is sought, and that the pur- 
pose of the Indianapolis convention 
was to retard action on the pending 
tariff, the convention on Wednesday 
adopted resolniions uging that Con- 
gress during i:s special session shall 
adopt a revlncd tariff to the best of Us 
ability under present conditions. The 
resolutions as adopted are: 


"We demand from Congress for the 


equal benefit o! all classes of the peo- 
ple, and in thf name of all American 
industry, fann, 
factory, labor and 


commerce, reprrsented in the National 
Tailtf Commission Convention held at 
Jndlanapoiis, 
t onslstlug of delegates 


Trorn ±23 a;ricnltural, civic, commer- 
cial and industrial bodies, the Imme- 
diate creation of a permanent tarif! 
commission, for the following pur- 
poses ard ends, through congressional 
action: 


"First. The collecting and intelli- 


gent, thorough and unprejudiced study 
of tarll" facts. 


"Second. 
The development and 


enlargement of our foreign trade. 
"Thlni. 
Tho accomplishment of 
tbls by reciprocal trade agreements, 
based on maximum and minimum 
schedules. 


"Fourth. The adjustment of the 


tariff 
schedules so that they shall 


affect all Interests equitably. 


"Fifth. 
The fixing of the rates of 


duty to be pal,I on the imports of any 
foreign country within the limits o'f 
the maximum and minimum rates es- 
tablished by Congiess, under reciprocal 
trade agreement negotiated by or un- 
der the direction of the 1'rcsldcnt, In 
order thereby to develop and protect 
our foreign trade by the means favored 
by President MeKinley and authorized 
by sections H and 4 of the Dingley law. 


"We urge thai prior to the passing 


of a bill creating such a commission, 
Congress, during its special session 
about to lie called, shall prepare and 
adopt a revised tariff, as competely 
and accurately adjusted to present con- 
ditions, aud therefore as stable as is 
possible at this time."

of Indiana aroused enthusiasm among 
the delegates. 


He made it clear that those persons 


who are demanding the appointment 
of a permanent ccmintslon are only 
seeking to have created a body that 
will search out and digest the facts 
and make scientific classifications and 
report both to t ongrts>, 60 that body 
Bay have all ttri» preparatory work 
done wh«u Congress goes to Us legiti- 
mate work »f tixlng tariff duties and 
determining tariff policies.

The codlilcalion of the school laws 


for the State, arranged by a commis- 
sion named by Governor Stuart in 
1907, has been presented in the Senate 
aud House in the form of one proposec 
act of assembly, divided into 29 arti- 
cles. 


No moro sweeping statute has been 
Toposed in the history of the State, 
'he bill repeals all general, special 
and local laws, some 20,000, which 
conflict wilh its provlsiaons. It estab- 
Isbesa State Board of Education and 
changes the entire school system. 
It 


provides that the state's forestry re- 
serves shall be considered the basis o 
a state school lunil, all Income from 
them to be applied to educational pur- 
poses to safeguard the schools of the 
future. 


The bill creates thres classes o: 


school districts: 


First, cities of over 400,000 people 


which 
includes only 
Philadelphia 


anil 
Pittsburg; second, all cities, 


boroughs and townships of over 5,000 
third, all communities having less 
than 5,000 inhabitants. 


The commission recommends thai 


the school directors be elected as noiv 
partisans, advocating a change of thf 
election laws so that election of direC' 
tors is tnken out of politics. 


1'biladcJphla and rittsburg are to 


have school boards of 15 members, to 
be appointed by the courts; seconi 
class districts are to have boards o 
nine, three to be elected every two 
years for six-year terms, third class 
to have boards of five one to be elect' 
ed yearly for five years. 
Preseni 


members of the boards will serve on 
their terms. 


lioards are given wide power am 


can establish agricultural, 
manua. 


training, kindergarten schools, play- 
ground, lectures, tiuant and parenta 
schools, athletic sports and libraries 
us well as entire control of societies 
and franternltles. 


Uniform methods of taxation are 


provided, anil boards are limited to 
levying more than ten mills on the 
dollar in first-class districts; 
fifteen 


in second, and twenty-five in third- 
class districts. 
Occupation tax collec- 


tion is provided. 
Philadelphia and 


Pittsburg are to elect a school con- 
troller every three years. 
Uniform 


accounts and placing of deposits at in- 
terest are also provided for. 


One of the most striking instances 


of change to State control is supervis- 
ion of all buildings. 
jSPevv buildings 


must be built by competitive bids, the 
plans either being furnished for the 
structures by the State or to be ap- 
proved by the Htale authorities when 
drawn by an architect of the boaid. 
Plans of nil kinds will be prepared 
by the State, and every school over 
two stories high must be fireproof. 
All doors must open outward, and the 
Htute supervision will extend to sani- 
tation, 
air space aud other health 


mailers. 


No text books can be changed oft- 


ener than five years, and the State 
will compile and furnish price lists 
of all books suitable for schools, the 
publishers being bound to 
furnish 


them at the list price. 
Only a major- 


ity vote of directors on recommenda 
lion of the majority of teachers or 
three-fourths of the board without re- 
commendation may change 
books. 


Similar arrangements as to listing 
prices of school furniture are inade. 


Under the head of aJmlnistration 


the bill places the school system of 
ljennsylvanla under a State Board of 
JSducalion similar to those in New 
York, Massachusetts and other States. 
This board vv ill be composed of seven, 
the Slate Superintendent to be chair- 
man, and the others lo be appointed 
by the Governor for six year terms, 
one a year. Three must be educators 
of high standing, and the others resi- 
dents of prominence and intelligence. 
The six members will serve without 


and will report all suggested le- 


prepare plans, regulate san- 


itation, standardize education, regu- 
late examinations and promote edu- 
cational interests of the State. 


The superintendent is given broailer 


authority than he now exercises. He 
will pass o» courses of study, may 
condemn buildings and exercise other 
powers. 


County school superintendents will 


be elected by directors as at present, 
districts having 5,000 population or 
more being entitled to have district 
superintendents. 
The importance of 


caring for inspection of rural schools 
is emphasized and counties having 
from 150 to 300 schools, shall be en- 
titled to an assistant superintendent; 
800 to 500, two assistants; 500 lo 800, 
Ihree, and for each additional 400, one 
assistant. 
These assistants will be 


named by superintendents with ap- 
proval of executive committees 
of 


school directors' association of coun- 
ties. The minimum salary of super- 
intendents is fixed at $1,500, and of 
assistants al $1,200. School districts 
may have supervisory principals, or 
two may join in getting one. 


Provisional 
teachers' 
certificates 


will be granted by superintendents for 
a year, bnt no teacher may hereafter 
teach more than five years on a pro- 
visional certificate. Professional cer- 
tificates will be good for two years. 
Permanent certificates will be grant- 
ed by boards of examiners under 
direction of the State Board and will 
include all high school studies, being 
good for life. College graduates may 
receive 
without examination State 


certificates good for three years, and if 
successful will get life certificates. 
Special provision is made for kinder- 
garten, music, drawing and 
other 


specially trained teahers. 


Hoards ar« urged and empowered 


to centralize and grade schools and 
are required to transport 
children, 


where they live more than a mile and a 
quarter away, but will not lose a share 
of the Stale appropriation through 
lessening the number of schools. 


All deaf, blind and deficient chidren 


are held to be entitled to education 
and the special expense must be borne 
by parents, if able. 


J-Ivery child is given a right to at- 


tend a high school at the expense of 
his or her district. 
If it maintains 


none, the pupil may attend a course 
at a neighboring high school. 


All 
township high schools are re- 


quired to teach agriculture and the 
proposed law suggests teaching of ele- 
mentary agriculture in lower schools. 
Joint elementary and high schools 
are provided for. 
^ 


A notable advance is the establish- 


ment of two colleges of education, one 
at the 
University of Pennsylvania 


nnd the other at the University of 
Pitlsburg. 
Anolher step is the mak- 


ing of arrangements to incorporate the 
Normal Schools in the school system. 


The question of compulsory educa- 


tion has evidently been most careful- 
ly considered. 
Children must attend 


school until they are 16 years of age, 


now, except that from 14 to 10 


years those who can read and write 
the English language 
intelligently 
may be allowed to go to work. 
Such 


children must have school certificates 
which are issued only by a superin- 
tendent or principal of schools, except 
where there is no superintendent 
or 


principal,and then by the secretary of 
the board of school directors. Jn order 
to determine the child's age, a birth 
certificate, baptismal 
certificate or 


other reliable record must be furnish- 
ed. Two or more districts may unite 
in employing an attendance or truant 
officer. 


The county medical inspectors of the 
State Department of Health are to be 
medical inspectors as far as possible 
except where districts have medical 
Inspectors of their own. 
Medical In- 


spection is made mandatory. 


The medical inspectors are charged 


with the duty of carrying out the vac- 
cination laws and lira to vaccinate 
without charge all children found 
unvaccinated, 
thus 
relieving 
the 


teacher of enforcement of the law. 


On the subject of a State school 


'und, the bill proposes to make 900,000 
acres of forest reserve the ground work 
of the fund, as in other States, nota- 
bly in the West. 


The bill, after presentation, was re- 


ferred to the committees on education 
and will be taken up at once. Five

N. Taylor, of Bristol township, went 
as a delegate to the National conven- 
tion in Chicago and was the only one 
o( all the Pennsylvania delegation who 
refused to be tied by the unit rule and 
would not vote for Simon Cameron for 
President, but cast his vote for Abra- 
ham Lineo 
nominated. 


It is easily inferred from Mr. Scott's 


address that away back in those days 
the State was ruled much in the same 
manner as it is today, and the Cam- 
erons, succeeded by Quay and Penrose. 
threw away their votes in National 
conventions in the ell'ort to defeat tho 
Hnal choice of the conventions. 


Cameron's delegates voted for Cam- 


eron when Mntvhi \\iis nominated. 


Quay's tfclcsules ujipj^cil H:\rrUon 


and voted for Sherman until the lasl 
ballot when Quay swung them In un- 
der cover. 


Quay's delegates at the St. Louis 


convention voted for Quay for Presi- 
dent, but tbe convention nominated 
McKluley. 


Penrose's delegates Instj'ear at Chi- 


cago voted for Knox for President 
when the country demanded Taft. 


Mr. Scott's reminiscence is particu- 


larly interesting as it throws light on 
a system of political practice that has 
been in vouge in this Htate since the 
time of the lirst Republican Presi- 
dent. 


MR. SCOTT'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Sootl's address, in part, was as 


follows:

much local interest connected with the 
anniversary we arc celebrating today,

When the Chicago Convention met 


111 
415 '" 188" '° c'100*" a nominee for the 
Presidency of these United Stales, Cn- 
IcbN. Taylor, of Bristol township— 
and I might say of Bristol borough, 
for lie was the largest holder of real 
estate In the borough ; afterwards Pres- 
ident of our Bristol Bank and our 
member of Congress—was selected as 
delegate from this Congressional dis- 
trict, then embracing the counties of 
Bucks anil Lchigh. It was afterwards 
formed from Bucks county and tlie 
iKird ward of Philadelphia, ami was 
not as at present composed of Ducks 
and Montgomery counties. His alter- 
nate being a gentleman from Lehif;h 
county who could not intend 
the 


convention, Benjamin .1. Taylor, of 
Bristol, was appointed alternate in his 
stead, and accompanied Mr. Taylor 
to Chicago. 


When our delegate arrived in Chi- 


cago, he was attracted by u man ol 
thoroughly 
Western 
characteristics 


who was looked up lo by his fellows 
as a born leader; as a man of excel- 
lent judgment and considerable attain- 
ments. 
This man 
was 
Abraham 


Lincoln, of Illinois, and a number ol 
delegates intended lo place his name 
before the convention. After person 
ally judging of his qualifications, an 
diligent inquiry aslo the outlook, <o 
Mr, 
Tayor was a thorough invcsti 


gator, and never went into anythin 
blind, whether In politics or business 
he decided to vote for him when a bttl 
lot should be taken, and did so fron 
first to labt; the entire balance of th 
delegation casting

Siaion Cameron, of Pennsylvania 
though knowing full well that Cam 
eron had not a ghost of a chance t< 
succeed.

When Mr. Taylor wired home fron 


Chicago that Abraham Lincoln, of II 
Ilnois, would in all probability be tin

What has fie done to entitle him to 
such an honor'.'"

jeers and gibes Hint followed him 
from the disloyalists of the North.

said, that the loyal men of the Horth 
and tbe loyal men of the South—for 
there were loyal men In the South— 
and bitter were tbe burdens that their 
families and neighbors forced them to 
bear—were righting only to free the 
negro. Every man who wore the blue 
will bear me out In the assertion that 
they fought for the preservation of 
their country in its entirety. The free- 
dom of the slave was an incident of the 
war. It was—and I say it reverently 
—foreordained by Almighty God, and 
Abraham Lincoln was his cbosen in- 
strument. 
la the dark days of the rebellion
